3 Blessed are they that keep judgment,

22 Wondrous works in the land of Hatri, 
And terrible things by the Red Sea. 

23 Therefore he said that he would destroy them, 

Had not Moses his chosen stood before him in the 
breach, 
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To turn away his wrath, lest he should destroy them.

25 But mur7nured in their tents.

He is gracious, and full of compassion, and righteous. 

5 Well is it with the man that dealeth graciously and 

lendeth ; 
He shall maintain his cause in judgment. 

6 For he shall never be moved ; 

The righteous shall be had in everlasting remem- 
brance. 

7 He shall not be afraid of evil tidings : 
His heart is fixed, trusting in the Lord. 

8 His heart is established, he shall not be afraid. 
Until he see his desire upon his adversaries. 

9 He hath dispersed, he hath given to the needy ; 
His righteousness endureth for ever : 

His horn shall be exalted with honour. 
10 The wicked shall see it and be grieved ; 

He shall gnash with his teeth, and melt away : 
The desire of the wicked shall perish. 
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(Psalm 26.) 

1 Judge me, O Lord, for I have walked in mine integrity : 
I have trusted also in the Lord without wavering. 

2 Examine me, O Lord, and prove me ; 
Try my reins and my heart. 

3 For thy lovingkindness is before mine eyes ; 
And I have walked in thy truth. 

4 I have not sat with vain persons ; 
Neither will I go in with dissemblers. 

5 I hate the congregation of evil-doers. 
And will not sit with the wicked. 

6 I will wash mine hands in innocency ; 
So will I compass thine altar, O Lord : 

7 That I may make the voice of thanksgiving to be 

heard. 

And tell of all thy wondrous works. 
§ Lord, L love the habitation of thy house. 

And the place where thy glory dwelleth. 
9 Gather not my soul with sinners. 

Nor my life with men of blood : 

10 In whose hands is mischief. 

And their right hand is full of bribes. 

11 But as for me, I will walk in mine integrity : 
Redeem me, and be merciful unto me. 

12 My foot standeth in an even place : 

In the congregations will I bless the Lord. 

Sixth Day of the Month. 

(Psalm 15.) 

1 Lord, who shall sojourn in thy tabernacle ? 
Who shall dwell in thy holy hill ? 

2 He that walketh uprightly, and worketh righteousness. 
And speaketh truth in his heart. 

3 He that slandereth not with his tongue. 
Nor doeth evil to his friend, 

Nor taketh up a reproach against his neighbour. 
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4 In whose eyes a reprobate is despised ; 
But he honoureth them that fear the Lord. 

He that sweareth to his own hurt, and changeth not. 

5 He that putteth not out his money to usury, 
Nor taketh reward against the innocent. 

He that doeth these things shall never be moved. 

(Psalm 91,) 

1 He that dwelleth in the secret place of the Most High 
Shall abide under the shadow of the Almighty. 

2 / will say of the Lord, He is my refuge and my 

fortress ; 
My God, in whom I trust. 

3 For he shall deliver thee from the snare of the fowler, 
And from the noisome pestilence. 

4 He shall cover thee with his pinions. 

And under his witigs shall thou take refuge : 
His truth is a shield and a buckler. 

5 Thou shalt not be afraid for the terror by night, 
Nor for the arrow that flieth by day ; 

6 For the pestilence that walketh in darkness. 
Nor for the destruction that wasteth at noonday. 

7 A thousand shall fall ai thy side, 
And ten thousand at thy right hand ; 
But it shall not come nigh thee. 

8 Only with thine eyes shalt thou behold, 
And see the reward of the wicked. 

9 For thou, O Lord, art my refuge ! 

Thou hast made the Most High thy habitation ; 

10 There shall no evil befall thee. 

Neither shall any plague come nigh thy tent. 

11 For he shall give his angels charge over thee. 
To keep thee in all thy ways. 

12 They shall bear thee up in their hands. 
Lest thou dash thy foot against a stone. 

1 3 Thou shalt tread upon the lion and adder : 

The young lion and the serpent shalt thou trample 
under feet. 
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14 Because he hath set his love upon me, therefore will I 

deliver him ■ 
I will set him on high, because he hath known my 
name. 

15 He shall call upon me, and I will answer him ; 
I will be with him in trouble : 

I will deliver him, and honour him. 

1 6 With long life will I satisfy him. 
And show him my salvation. 

Seventh Day of the Month. 

(Psalm 37.) 

1 Fret not thyself because of evil-doers, 

Neither be thou envious against them that work 
unrighteousness. 

2 For they shall soon he cut down like the grass, 
And wither as the green herb. 

3 Trust in the Lord, and do good ; 

Dwell in the land, and follow after faithfulness. 

4 Delight thyself also in the Lord ; 

And he shall give thee the desires of thine heart. 

5 Commit thy way unto the Lord ; 

Trust also in him, and he shall bring it to pass. 

6 And he shall make thy righteousness to go forth as the 

light, 
And thy judgment as the noonday. 

7 Rest in the Lord, and wait patiently for him : 

Fret not thyself because of him who prospereth in 

his way. 
Because of the man who bringeth wicked devices 

to pass. 

8 Cease from anger, and forsake wrath : 
Fret not thyself, it tendeth only to evil-doing. 

9 For evil-doers shall be cut off: 

But those that wait upon the Lord, they shall inherit 
the land, 
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10 For yet a little while, and the wicked shall not be : 
Yea, thou shall diligently consider his place, and he 

shall not be. 

1 1 But the meek shall inherit the land ; 

And shall delight themselves in the abundance of 
peace. 

12 The wicked plotteth against the just. 
And gnasheth upon him with his teeth. 

13 The Lord shall laugh at him : 

For he seeth that his day is coming. 

14 The wicked have drawn out the sword, and have bent 

their bow ; 
To cast down the poor and needy. 
To slay such as be upright in the way : 

15 Their sword shall enter into their own heart, 
And their bows shall be broken. 

16 Better is a little that the righteous hath 
Than the abundance of many wicked. 

17 For the arms of the wicked shall be broken : 
But the Lord upholdeth the righteous. 

18 The Lord knoweth the days of the pe7fect : 
And their inheritance shall be forever. 

19 They shall not be ashamed in the time of evil : 
And in the days of famine they shall be satisfied. 

20 But the wicked shall perish. 

And the enemies of the Lord shall be as the excellency 

of the pastures: 
They shall consume ; in smoke shall they consume 

away. 

2 1 The wicked borroweth, and payeth not again : 
But the righteous dealeth graciously, and giveth. 

22 For such as be blessed of him shall inherit the land ; 
And they that be cursed of him shall be cut off. 

23 A man's goings are established of the Lord ; 
And he delighteth in his way. 

24 Though he fall, he shall not be utterly cast down : 
For the Lord upholdeth him with his hand. 
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25 I have been young, and now am old ; 

Yet have I not seen the righteous forsaken, 
Nor his seed begging their bread. 

26 All the day long he dealeth graciously, and lendeth ; 
And his seed is blessed. 

2 7 Depart from evil, and do good ; 
And dwell for evermore. 

28 For the Lord love th judgment, 
And forsaketh not his saints ; 
They are preserved forever : 

But the seed of the wicked shall be cutoff. 

29 The righteous shall inherit the land, 
And dwell therein forever. 

30 The mouth of the righteous talketh of wisdom. 
And his tongue speaketh judgment. 

31 The law of his God is in his heart ; 
None of his steps shall slide. 

32 The wicked watcheth the righteous, 
And seeketh to slay hi?n. 

33 The Lord will not leave him in his hand, 
Nor condemn him when he is judged. 

34 Wait on the Lord, and keep his way. 
And he shall exalt thee to inherit the land: 
When the wicked are czit off, thou shall see it. 

35 I have seen the wicked in great power. 

And spreading himself like a green tree in its native 
soil. 

36 But one passed by, and lo, he was not : 

Yea, I sought him, but he could not be found. 

37 Mark the peifect man, and behold the upright: 
For the latter end of that man is peace. 

38 As for transgressors, they shall be destroyed together : 
The latter end of the wicked shall be cut off. 

39 But the salvation of the righteous is of the Lord : 
He is their strong hold in the time of trouble. 

40 And the Lord helpeth them and rescueth them: 

He rescueth them from the wicked, and saveth them. 
Because they have taken refuge in him. 
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Eighth Day of the Month. 

(Psalm 73.) 

1 Surely God is good to Israel, 
Even to such as are pure in heart. 

2 But as for me, my feet were almost gone ; 
My steps had well nigh slipped. 

3 For I was emnoics at the arrogant, 
When I saw the prosperity of the wicked. 

4 For there are no bands in their death : 
But their strength is firm. 

5 They are not in trouble as other men ; 
Neither are they plagued like other men. 

6 Therefore pride is as a chain about their neck; 
Violence covereth them as a garment. 

7 Their eyes stand out with fatness : 
They have more than heart could wish. 

8 They scoff, and in wickedness utter oppression : 
They speak loftily. 

9 They have set their mouth in the heavens, 
And their tongue walketh through the earth. 

10 Therefore his people return hither : 

And waters of a full cup are wrung out by them. 

1 1 And they say. How doth God know ? 
And is there knowledge in the Most High ? 

1 2 Behold, these are the wicked ; 

And, being alway at ease, they increase in riches. 

13 Surely in vain have I cleansed my heart, 
And washed my hands in innocency ; 

14 For all the day long have I been plagued. 
And' chastened every morning. 

15 If I had said, I will speak thus ; 

Behold, I had dealt treacherously with the generation 
of thy children, 

16 When I thought how I might know this, 
It was too painful for me ; 

1 7 Until I went into the sanctuary of God, 
And considered their latter end. 
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1 8 Surely thou settest them in slippery places : 
Thou easiest them down to destruction. 

19 How are they become a desolation in a moment ! - 
They are utterly consumed with terrors.

28 Let them curse, but bless thou : 

When they arise, they shall be ashamed, but thy ser- 
vant shall rejoice. 

29 Let mine adversaries be clothed with dishonour, 
And let them cover themselves with their own shame 

as with a mantle. 

30 I will give great thanks unto the Lord with my mouth; 
Yea, I will praise him among the multitude. 

31 For he shall stand at the right hand of the needy, 
To save him from them that judge his soul. 

(Psalm 13.) 

1 How long, O Lord, wilt thou forget me, forever ? 
How long wilt thou hide thy face from me ? 

2 How long shall I take counsel in my soul, 
Having sorrow in my heart all the day ? 

How long shall mine ene7ny be exalted over me ? 

3 Consider and answer me, O Lord my God : 
Lighten mine eyes, lest I sleep the sleep of death ;

1 5 O Lord, open thou my lips ; 

And my mouth shall shew forth thy praise. 

16 Ji'or thou delightest not in sacrifice ; else would I gii>e 

it: 
Thou hast no pleasure in burnt offering. 

1 7 The sacrifices of God are a broken spirit : 

A broken and a contrite heart, O God, thou wilt not 
despise. 

18 Do good in thy good pleasure unto Zion : 
Build thou the walls of Jerusalem. 

19 Then shalt thou delight in the sacrifices of righteous- 

ness, in burnt offering and whole burnt offering : 
Then shall they offer bullocks upon thine altar. 
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Twenty-first Day of the Month. 

(Psalm 25.) 

1 Unto thee, O Lord, do I lift up my soul. 

2 O my God, m thee have I trusted, 
Let me not be ashamed ; 

Let not mine enemies triumph over me. 

3 Yea, none that wait on thee shall be ashamed : 

They shall be ashamed that deal treacherously without 
cause. 

4 Shew me thy ways, O Lord ; 
Teach me thy paths. 

5 Guide me in thy truth, and teach me : 
For thou art the God of my salvation ; 
On thee do I wait all the day. 

6 Remember, O Lord, thy tender mercies and thy lov- 

ingkindnesses : 
For they have been ever of old. 

7 Remember not the sins of my youth, nor my trans- 

gressions : 
According to thy lovingkindness remember thou me, 
For thy goodness^ sake, O Lord. 

8 Good and upright is the Lord : 
Therefore will he instruct sinners in the way. 

9 The meek will he guide in judgment : 
And the meek will he teach his way. 

10 All the paths of the Lord are lovingkindness and 

truth 
Unto such as keep his covenant and his testimonies. 

11 For thy name's sake, O Lord, 
Pardon mine iniquit)>,for it is great. 

12 What man is he that feareth the Lord? 

Him shall he instruct in the way that he shall choose. 

1 3 ILis soul shall dwell at ease ; 
And his seed shall inherit the land. 

14 The secret of the Lord is with them that fear him ; 
And he will shew them his covenant. 
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15 Mine eyes are ever toward the Lord ; 
For he shall pluck my feet out of the net. 

16 Turn thee unto me, and have mercy upon me : 
For I am desolate and afflicted. 

1 7 The troubles of my heart are enlarged : 
O bring thou me out of my distresses. 

18 Consider mine affliction and my travail ; 
And forgive all my sins. 

19 Consider mine enemies, for they are many ; 
And they hate me with cruel hatred. 

20 O keep my soul, and deliver me : 

Let me not be ashamed, for L put my trust in thee. 

2 1 Let integrity and uprightness preserve me. 
For I wait on thee. 

22 Redeem Israel, O God, 
Out of all his troubles. 

(Psalm 130.) 

1 Out of the depths have I cried unto thee, O Lord. 

2 Lord, hear my voice : 
Let thine ears be attentive 

To the veice of my supplications. 

3 If thou, Lord, shouldest mark iniquities, 
O Lord, who shall stand ? 

4 But there is forgiveness with thee. 
That thou mayest be feared. 

5 I wait for the Lord, my soul doth wait. 
And in his word do I hope. 

6 My soul looketh for the Lord, 

More than watchmen look for the 7norning ;

1 Bless the Lord, O my soul ; 

And all that is within me, bless his holy name. 

2 Bless the Lord, O my soul, 
And forget not all his benefits : 

3 Who forgiveth all thine iniquities ; 
Who healeth all thy diseases ; 

4 Who redeemeth thy life from destruction; 

Who crowneth thee with lovingkindness and tender 
mercies : 

5 Who satisfieth thy mouth with good things ; 
So that thy youth is renewed like the eagle. 

6 The Lord executeth righteous acts. 

And Judgtnents for all that are oppressed. 

7 He made known his ways unto Moses, 
His doings unto the children of Israel. 

8 The Lord is full of compassion and gracious. 
Slow to anger, and plenteous in mercy. 

9 He will not always chide ; 

Neither will he keep his anger for ever. 
10 He hath not dealt with us after our sins. 

Nor rewarded us after our iniquities. 
r I For as the heaven is high above the earth, 

So great is his mercy toward them that fear him. 

12 As far as the east is from the west. 

So far hath he removed our transgressions from us. 

13 Like as a father pitieth his children, 
So the Lord pitieth them that fear him. 

14 For he knoweth our frame; 

He remembereth that we are dust. 

15 As for man, his days are as grass ; 

As a flower of the field, so he flourisheth. 

16 For the wind passeth over it, and it is gone ; 
And the place thereof shall know it no more. 
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1 7 But the mercy of the Lord is from everlasting to ever-

11 Withhold not thou thy tender mercies from me, O 

Lord : 
Let thy lovingkindness and thy truth continually 
preserve me. 

12 For innu7nerable evils have compassed ine about, 
Mine iniquities have overtaken me, so that I am not 

able to look up ; 
They are more than the hairs of mine head, and my 
heai't hath failed me. 

13 Be pleased, O Lord, to deliver me : 
Make haste to help me, O Lord. 

14 Let them be ashamed and confounded together 
That seek after mv soul to destroy it : 

Let them be turned backward and brought to dis- 
honour 
That delight in my hurt. 

15 Let them be desolate by reason of their shame 
That say unto me, Aha, Aha. 

16 Let all those that seek thee rejoice and be glad in 

thee : 
Let such as love thy salvation say continually, 
The Lord be magnified. 
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1 7 But I am poor and needy ; 

Yet the Lord thinketh upon me : 
Thou art my help and my deliverer ; 
Make no tarrying, O my God. 

Twenty-fourth Day of the Month. 

(Psalm 79.) 

1 O God, the h-eathen are come into thine inheritance ; 
Thy holy temple have they defiled ; 

They have laid Jerusalem on heaps, 

2 The dead bodies of thy serva?its have they given to be 

7neat unto the fowls of the heaven. 
The flesh of thy saints unto the beasts of the earth. 

3 Their blood have they shed like water round about 

Jerusalem ; 
And there was none to bury them. 

4 We are become a reproach to our neighbours, 

A scorn and derision to them that are routid about us.

8 Thou broughtest a vine out of Egypt :

9 Thou preparedst room before it. 

And it took deep root, and filled the land. 

10 The mountains were covered with the shadow of it, 
And the boughs thereof were like cedars of God. 

1 1 She sent out her b?-anches unto the sea, 
And her shoots unto the River. 

1 2 Why hast thou broken down her fences, 

So that all they which pass by the way do pluck her ? 

13 The boar out of the wood doth ravage it. 
And the wild beasts of the field feed on it. 

14 Turn again, we beseech thee, O God of hosts : 
Look down from heaven, and behold, and visit this 

vine, 

1 5 And the stock which thy right hand hath planted, 
And the branch that thou madest strong for thyself 

16 It is burned with fire, if is cut down : 

They perish at the rebuke of thy countenance. 

1 7 Let thy hand be upon the man of thy right hand, 
Ilpon the son of man whom thou madest strong for 

thyself. 
\% So shall we not go back from thee : 

Quicken thou us, and we will call upon thy name. 
19 Turn us again, O Lord God of hosts ; 

Cause thy face to shine, and we shall be saved. 
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Twenty-fifth Day of the Month. 

(Psalm 17.) 

1 Hear the right, O Lord, attend unto ray cry ; 

Give ear unto my prayer, that goeth not out of feigned 
lips. 

2 Let my sentence come forth pvm thy presence ; 
Let mine eyes look upon equity. 

3 Thou hast proved mine heart ; thou hast visited me 

in the night ; 
Thou hast tried me, and findest nothing ; 
I am purposed that my mouth shall not transgress. 

4 As for the works of men, by the word of thy lips 
L have kept me from the ways of the violent. 

5 My steps have held fast to thy paths, 
My feet have not shpped. 

6 / have called upon thee, for thou wilt answer me, O 

God : 
Incline thine ear unto me, and hear my speech. 

7 Show thy marvellous lovingkindness, O thou that 

savest them which put their trust in thee 
From those that rise up against them, by thy right 
hand. 

8 Keep me as the apple of the eye, 

Hide me under the shadow of thy wings, 

9 From the wicked that spoil me. 

My deadly enemies, that compass 7ne about. 

10 They are inclosed in their own fat : 
With their mouth they speak proudly. 

1 1 They have now compassed us in our steps : 
They set their eyes to cast us down to the earth. 

12 He is like a lion that is greedy of his prey. 

And as it were a young lion lurking in secret places. 

13 Arise, O Lord, 

Confront him, cast him down : 

Deliver my soul from the wicked by thy sword ; 
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14 From men, by thy hand, O Lord, 

From men of the world, whose portion is in this life, 
And whose belly thou files t with thy treasure: 
They are satisfied with children, 
And leave the rest of their substance to their babes. 

15 As for me, I shall behold thy face in righteousness : 
I shall be satisfied, when I awake, with thy likeness. 

(Psalm 43.) 

1 Judge me, O God, and plead my cause against an un- 

godly nation : 
O deliver me from the deceitful and unjust man.

1 2 O God, be not far from me : 

my God, make haste to help me. 

13 Let them be ashamed and cons^imed that are adver- 

saries to my soul; 
Let them be covered with reproach and dishonour that 
seek my hurt. 

14 But I will hope continually. 

And will praise thee yet more and more. 

15 My mouth shall tell of thy righteousness, 
And of thy salvation all the day ; 

For I know not the ?iutnbers thereof. 

16 I will come with the mighty acts of the Lord God : 

1 will make mention of thy righteousness, even of 

thine only. 

17 O God, thou hast taught me from my youth ; 
And hitherto have I declared thy wondrous works. 

18 Yea, even when I am old and gray- headed, O God, 

forsake me not ; 
Until I have declared thy strength unto the next 

generation. 
Thy might to every one that is to come. 
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19 Thy righteousness also, O God, is very high; 
Thou who hast done great thing, 

O God, who is like unto thee ? 

20 Thou, which hast showed us many and sore troubles,

13 The Lord also thundered in the heavens. 
And the Most High uttered his voice; 
Hailstones and coals of fire. 

14 And he sent out his arrows, and scattered them ; 
Yea, lightnings manifold, and discomfited them. 

15 Then the channels of waters appeared, 

And the foundations of the world were laid bare. 

At thy rebuke, O Lord, 

At the blast of the breath of thy nostrils. 

16 He sent from on high, he took 7ne ; 
He dreru me out of many waters. 

17 He delivered me from my strong enemy. 

And from them that hated me, for they were too 
mighty for me. 

18 They came upon me i7i the day of my calamity : 
But the Lord was my stay. 

19 He brought me forth also into a large place ; 
He delivered me because he delighted in me. 
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20 The Lord rewarded me according to my righteous- 

ness ; 
according to the cleanness of my hands hath he 
recompensed me. 

2 1 For I have kept the ways of the Lord, 

And have not wickedly departed from my God. 

22 For all his judgments were before me, 
And J put not away his statutes from me. 

23 I was also perfect with him, 

And I kept myself from mine iniquity. 

24 Therefore hath the Lord recompensed me according to 

my righteousness. 
According to the cleanness of my hands in his eye- 
sight. 

49 Therefore I will give thanks unto thee, O Lord, 

among the nations. 
And will sing praises unto thy name. 

50 Great deliverance giveth he to his king ; 
And showeth lovingkindness to his anointed, 
To David and to his seed, for evermore. 

Twenty-eighth Day of the Month. 

(Psalm 30.) 

1 I will extol thee, O Lord ; for thou hast raised me up, 
And hast not made my foes to rejoice over me.

10 Hear, O Lord, and have mercy upon me : 
Lord, be thou my helper. 

1 1 Thou hast turned for me my mourning into dancing ; 
Thou hast loosed my sackcloth, and girded me with 

gladness : 

12 To the end that my glory may sing praise to thee, and 

not be silent. 

Lord my God, L will give thanks unto thee for ever. 

(Psalm 116.) 

1 I love the Lord, because he hath heard 
My voice and my supplications. 

2 Because he hath inclined his ear unto me, 
Therefore will I call upon hi??i as long as I live. 

3 The cords of death compassed me, 

And the pains of Sheol gat hold upon me : 

1 found trouble and sorrow. 

4 Then called I upon the name of the Lord ;

Yea, our God is merciful. 

6 The Lord preserveth the simple : 

L was brought low, and he saved me. 

7 Return unto thy rest, O my soul ; 

For the Lord hath dealt bountifully with thee. 

8 For thou hast delivej-ed my soul from death, 
Mine eyes from tears. 

And my feet from falling. 
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9 I will walk before the Lord 

In the land of the living. 
10/ believe, for I will speak : 

I was greatly afflicted : 
11/ said in my haste. 

All men are a lie. 

1 2 What shall I render unto the Lord 
For all his benefits toward me ? 

13 I will take the cup of salvation. 
And call upon the name of the Lord. 

14 I will pay my vows unto the Lord, 
Yea, in the presence of all his people. 

15 Precious in the sight of the Lord 
Is the death of his saints. 

16 O Lord, truly I am thy servant : 

I am thy servant, the son of thine handmaid ; 

Thou hast loosed my bonds. 
17/ will offer to thee the sacrifice of thanksgiving. 

And will call upon the name of the Lord. 
18 I will pay my vows unto the Lord, 

Yea, in the presence of all his people ; 
ig In the courts of the Lord's house, 

In the midst of thee, O Jerusalem.

1 O give thanks unto the Lord ; for he is good : 
For his mercy endureth for ever. 

2 Let the redeemed of the Lord say so. 

Whom he hath redeemed from the hand of the ad- 
versary ; 

3 And gathered them out of the lands. 
From the east and from the west. 
From the north and from the south. 

4 They wandered in the wilderness in a desert way ; 
They found no city of habitation. 
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5 Hungry and thirsty, 
Their soul fainted in them. 

6 Then they cried unto the Lord in their trouble, 
And he delivered them out of their distresses. 

7 He led them also by a straight way, 
That they might go to a city of habitation. 

8 Oh that men would praise the Lord for his good- 

ness. 
And for his wonderful works to the children of men ! 

9 For he satisfieth the longing soul, 

And the hungry soul he fiUeth with good. 

10 Such as sat in darkness and in the shadow of death. 
Being bound in affliction and iron ; 

1 1 Because they rebelled against the words of God, 
And contemned the counsel of the Mos.t High : 

1 2 Therefore he brought down their heart with labour ; 
They fell down, and there was none to help. 

13 Then they cried unto the Lord in their trouble, 
And he saved them out of their distresses. 

14 He brought them out of darkness and the shadow 

of death, 
And brake their bands in sunder. 

15 Oh that men would praise the Lord for his goodness. 
And for his wonderful works to the children of men .' 

16 For he hath broken the gates of brass. 
And cut the bars of iron in sunder. 

1 7 Jiools because of their transgression. 

And because of their iniquities, are afflicted. 

18 Their soul abhorreth all manner of meat ; 

And they draw near unto the gates of death. 

19 Then they cry luito the Lord in their trouble. 
And he saveth them out of their distresses, 

20 He sendeth his word, and healeth them. 
And delivereth them from their destructions. 

21 Oh that men would praise the Lord for his goodness, 
And for his wonderful works to the children of men / 

22 And let them offer the sacrifices of thanksgiving. 
And declare his works with singing. 
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23 They that go down to the sea in ships, 
That do business in great waters ; 

24 These see the works of the Lord, 
And his wonders in the deep. 

25 For he commandeth, and raiseth the stormy wind, 
Which lifteth up the waves thereof. 

26 They mount up to the heaven, they go down again to 

the depths : 
Their soul melteth away because of trouble. 

27 They reel to a7id fro, and stagger like a drunken man. 
And are at their wits' end. 

28 Then they cry unto the Lord in their trouble. 
And he bringeth them out of their distresses. 

29 He maketh the storm a calm. 

So that the waves thereof are still. 

30 Then are they glad because they be quiet ; 

So he bringeth them unto the haven where they 
would be. 

31 Oh that men would praise the Lord for his goodness. 
And for his wonderful works to the children of men ! 

32 Let them exalt hira also in the assembly of the people, 
And praise him in the seat of the elders. 

33 He turneth rivers into a wilderness. 
And watersprings into a thirsty ground; 

34 A fruitful land into a salt desert, 

For the wickedness of them that dwell therein. 

35 He turneth a wilderness into a pool of water. 
And a dry land into watersprings. 

36 And there he maketh the hungry to dwell, 
That they may prepare a city of habitation ; 

37 And sow fields, and plant vineyards. 
And get them fruits of increase. 

38 He blesseth them also, so that they are multiplied 

greatly; 
And he suffereth not their cattle to decrease. 

39 Again, they are minished and bowed down 
Through oppression, trouble, and sorrow. 
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40 He poureth contempt upon princes, 

And causeth them to wander in the waste, where there 
is no way. 

41 Yet setteth he the needy on high from affliction. 
And maketh him families like a flock. 

42 The upright shall see it, and be glad ; 
And all iniquity shall stop her mouth. 

43 Whoso is wise shall give heed to these things. 
And they shall consider the mercies of the Lord. 

Thirtieth Day of the Month. 

(Psalm 118.) 

1 O give thanks unto the Lord ; for he is good : 
For his mercy endureth for ever. 

2 Let Lsrael now say, 

That his mercy endureth for ever. 

3 Let the house of Aaron now say. 
That his mercy endureth for ever. 

4 Let them now that fear the Lord say. 
That his mercy endureth for ever. 

5 Out of my distress I called upon the Lord : 

The Lord answered me and set me in a large place. 

6 The Lord is on my side ; I will not fear : 
What can man do unto me .? 

7 The Lord is on my side among them that help me : 
Therefore shall I see my desire upon them that 

hate me. 

8 Lt is better to trust in the Lord 
Than to put confidence in man. 

9 It is better to trust in the Lord 
Than to put confidence in princes. 

10 All nations compassed me about: 

Ln the name of the Lord 1 will cut them off. 

1 1 They compassed me about ; yea, they compassed me 

about : 
In the name of the Lord I will cut them off. 
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1 2 They compassed me abotit like bees ; they are quenched 

as the fire of thorns : 
In the name of the Lord I will cut them off. 

13 Thou didst thrust sore at me that I might fall : 
But the Lord helped me. 

14 The Lord is my strength and song; 
And he is become my salvation. 

15 The voice of rejoicing and salvation is in the tents 

of the righteous : 
The right hand of the Lord doeth valiantly. 

16 The right hand of the Lord is exalted : 
The right hand of the Lord doeth valiantly. 

1 7 I shall not die, but live, 

And declare the works of the Lord. 

18 The Lord hath chastened me sore : 

But he hath not given me over unto death. 

19 Open to me the gates of righteousness : 

I will enter into them, I will give thanks unto the 

Lord. 
I will enter into them, I will give thanks unto the 

Lord. 

20 This is the gate of the Lord ; 
The righteous shall enter into it. 

2 1 I will give thanks unto thee, for thou hast answered 

me. 
And art become my salvation. 

22 The stone which the builders rejected 
Is become the head of the corner. 

23 This is the Lord's doing ; 
It is marvellous in our eyes. 

24 This is the day which the Lord hath made ; 
We will rejoice and be glad in it. 

25 Save now, we beseech thee, O Lord : 

O Lord, we beseech thee, send now prosperity. 

26 Blessed be he that cometh in the name of the Lord : 
We have blessed you out of the house of the Lord. 
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27 The Lord is God, and he hath given us light: 

Bind the sacrifice with cords, even unto the horns of 
the altar. 

28 Thou art my God, and I will give thanks unto thee : 
Thou art my God, I will exalt thee. 

29 O give thanks unto the Lord ; for he is good : 
For his mercy endureth for ever.
